i fbould ever efteem that Man the beft Phy- 

fician, vvhoattendsto all future 
^fuvnh^' Confequences ^ who, (^s a cer- 
^Izlz,^'^^' tain Author faith) does not 

heal one Difeafe by procuring 
a worle^ but rellores fuch a Life as a Man 
can afterwards enjoy with Eafe and Safety, 
perhaps Craftsmen may not like thele Re- 
flexions ^ but herein I a£t the Part of a 

Friend, which a wife Man ac- 
EecUf. 6. i6. counts a very great Bleifing ; A 

faithful- Friend is the Medicine 
»f Life^and he that fears the Lord jhallfind him. 

Now in order to give you lorae Account of 
this Cure on my felf \ It prbvidentially came 
into my Mind, to make Experiment of one 
fmgle Remedy, believing, that Simplicity 
of Medicines would be as effe8:ual, as that of 
Diet. The Ufe whereof, firft of all, 1 be- 
gun internally, with five or fix Grains, 
Morning and Evening, in a Glafs of Spring 
Water j and for external Application, I.

Things fo remote from our Senfes: And 
therefore till fuch time as I am able to talk 
otherwife than in the vulgar Cant of TToln- 
rnng, Rarifying^ and Attenuating thofe Stag- 
natingy coagulated Juices, I will be filent 
of thofe Matters^ and fliall only obferve, 
that in the general I think it may be con- 
cluded, that this Difeafe may be led, but 
not driven •, and that the gentleft Methods 
in any Man's Hands, will be always likely to 
prove the moft fuccefsful. Men may fali- 
vate and purge their Guts out, and not move 
it j and yet there may be Ibme Simples and 
Methods of Diet^ which will efFeftually re- 
move it, with infinite lefs Trouble and Ve25:- 
ation, than what People commonly undergo 
in thefe Cafes. I can truly affirm, from 
my own Experience, the greater Vrolence 
I was treated withal by others, by {6 much 
the worfe it fared with me. The fame, I very 
well remember, was the ufual Complaint of 
all my Fellow-SufFerers, whereof I had a great 
Acquaintance, who are long lince expired, 
much the fooner, I fear, for that very Reafon.

But now, as 
this my Specifick Remedy is new and uncom- 
Jnon, fo likewife are its Operations different 
from any Medicines 1 ever yet knew or heard 
of. For, no fooner is this Remedy incorpo- 
rated with the whole Mafs of Blood, but' 
the fcrophulous Ulcers open like fo many 
Flood-Gates, pouring out the Humour with 
a mighty Current, which to every Bodies 
thinking, Ihould rather wafte and confume 
the Body, than encreafe its Strength and Vi- 
gour. But it proves quite otherwife, for by 
how much the more plentifully the Humour 
fpends it felf this way, by fo much the more 
hearty and ftrong do People grow: And 
this one thing i look upon as a very reafonable- 
indication of a fucceeding Cure • becaufe 
this vifcous and ftubborn Humour, which 
will not yield to other Evacua.tions, tho' ne- 
ver fo ftrong, is hereby thrown out, the 
Way which Kature indicates to disburden 

her felf. This pafs'd for a 
J^hor. zi. Maxim with Hippocrates ^ Thofe 

things ('faith he) which are to 
he carried off, are to be drawn whither they mofi 
incline^ through fuch Ways and Places, as are 
flttefi for Cbn'veyanve and Expulfim. Herein 

con- 
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conlifts one great Secret of Phyfick, Jn right' 
ly judging when it's ncceffary and fafe to ev0' 
cuatCj and in difiinguijhing by what Ways and 
Methods it ought to be done ^ if we miftake in. 
either, inftead of ]?referving the Sick, we 
may deftroy him, faith the late Dr. Paxtort, 
And methinks, it flxould eafily be altow'd, 
that to promote a regular Secretion of the 
Morbifick Matter in thofe Places where Na- 
ture hath determin'd to empty her felf, is 
the moft rational and fafeft Method for era- 
dicating this Pifeale, Sometimes this Sfeci^ 
fick Remedy will precipitate this Humour, 
and bring it away by Vrine alfo. Which, 
as the pivine Hippocrates hath elfewhere ob- 
ferv'd, is a good Sign of a fucceeding Cure. 

After a few Pays takings of this Specifick 
Remedy, either in Specie, or diHolved in any 
proper Vehicle^ I have therewith brought 
feveral of thefe knotty and hard Swellings to 
fpeedy Suppuration, which before would not 
yield to the ftrongeft Cataplafms, Poultices, 
and the other tribe of greafie Emollients. 
And moreover, where the foulneis of the 
Bones have not been fufpefted^ by taking 
of this Remedy they have perforated the 
Skin, and fcaled without Pain and Trou- 
ble.

be Matter of good Confequ6nce, if fome Phyr 
ficians of Note for Learning and Pradice, 
v/ould compile a Work of Probations and ex- 
perimental Medicines for the Cure of particular* 
Difeafes, doubt, faith the fame Author, 
if Phyfcians, letting Generalities go for a while ^ 
and fujp ending their jijfent theretOy would make 
their. J^pproaches to ^ature^ they might he^ 
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come Mafiers of that Art whereof the Poet fpeaks.

But at prelent lb far othervvile is the State 
of Phyfickj that in the common Pradice, 
thofe Fvemeciiesj which by a Spesifical Pro- 
priety refpe£V the Cures of particular Di(l 
•eafes, are very few nay, in a Manner, 
quite loft. Some Men of late Years dedu- 
cing the Caufes of all Diftempers from thofe 
Two giddy Notions of Alkaly and Acid^ have 
put their indications of curing all Diftempers 
upon that Foot, tho* at the fame Time, they 
are wholly ignorant what Acid produceth any 
3j)ifeafe, or what Alkaly removes it. ^Uny 
fays, we are ignorant of what we live upon • 
but in my Opinion, we are lefs acquainted 
with that which makes us fick. Daily Expe- 
rience convinceth us, that our Conftitutions 
are injur'd by a thoufuid Things which ffre 
neither Acid nor Alkaly^ nor any thing like 
them : Andy on the contrary, that many 
Diftempers are cur'd by thofe very Things, 
whick according to our Realbn and Way of 
Thinking, are direcUy oppoiite to the very 
Nature of the Difeafe: We fee

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lately had fuU Evidence of the good EjfeEls of 
an intenje Cold, eqiially a^flyd to all the Parts 
of the Body at once which Method of Curingy 
fome Tears ago, was thought very extravagant, 
and certainly dcjiniEiive. 

From the extraordmary Effects of this 
Specifick Remedy, one might eafily raife a 
lieiv Hypothe/is for this Diftemper^ but after 
al] the Pains one fhould Jay out upon it, it 
might perhaps be as untrue and as unferv ice- 
able as any ah'eady given. Our Knowledge be- 
ing founded on our Senfes, and our Senfes un- 
able to dilcover the minute Inftruments that 
Nature-employs in her ordinary Operations : 
It's impoflible tor us to trace the immediate 
Caufes of thofe Things of ivhofe reality we 
cannot form any true Idea \ and therefore 
thole Fictions of curing ^cid Humours, by 
effe£Vual * j^lkaiiom Medicines, may ferve

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wel] enotigh for a Time to amufe and de- 
«eive the Vulgar, but Men of Learning and 
^.ncjuiry know very well, that , there are no 
fuch Principles to be found in the Parts and 
Humours of Animds^ until they have pafTed 
l^e Fire And what ftrange Alterations and 
impreiiions are jnfjde by that Element, is 
obvious to all People experienced in Chymi- 
firy. It's an eafie Matter to imagine this or 
th^t' Humour to be the Caufe of any parti- 
r.ular Diflemper, and to form Methods of 
Cure upon fuch Conjedures, but Nature, 
who beft knoweth her own Wants and Grie- 
vancesy is not eaflly managed by fuch Devi- 
ces. She will be lerved in her own Way, 
and needeth no other Ailiftance for her Pre- 
fervation-. againit ail Affaults, but a prudent 
Application of thofe Remedies ihe hath e- 
¥ery where provided^ fuitabie to each Com* 
plaints If Providence had not thus order'd 
ThingSj what muft become of the firft In- 
habitants of the World, and of thofe Peo-- 
pie now living in many Places, who have no, 
^hyficians, Philofophy nor Medicines to heal- 
tloeir Sichnefes , but fuch as are vulgarly 
Jcnown among themfelves, and approved by 
their own Experience and Obfervation ? In 
antient Babylon, great and Populous as it was,, 
2W Phyficians were known, nor other Me- 
thods for curing . Diftempers , than thofe 
^ain'd by eyer}?, iy[an's,Qwn Experience and. 
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Enquiry, Artem ex^erientia fecity exempta 
moriflrante viam. Manilius. 

For my Part, I fhall never trouble my lelf 
much about the Caufe, what it is, or from 
whence it comes, fb long as God hath en- 
abled me to remove it ; and I very well re- 
member, that when I applied my felf to o- 
thers for Cure, they of all Men had the 
worft Succefs in their Pradice upon me, 
who profefled to have a clear and perfect 
Knowledge of the Origin ^ their fine Rea(bn- 
ings, and nice Speculations, after a long 
Courfe of painful Experiments, ended only 
in grievous Difappointments. If the moft 
learned Men have not explained feveral Fhse- 
nomena in Nature, why fliould I reafon a- 
bout a Thing as difficult to the full', and per- 
haps wholly inexplicable. Many Dileaies 
are of that hidden andabftrufe Nature, work- 
ing out their Elfeds by fecret Ways, and fo 
remote from human View, that oftentimes 
the moft learned Phy ficians have not been able 
to determine the immediate Caufe with that 
Certainty, but that others have as ftrenuouf. 
]y oppofed it : In this Difeafe, particularly, 
I believe I could cite twenty different Opi- 
nions, out of Authors, each of them pe- 
remptorily aiferting the Caufe and the 
Cure from their own Hypothefes.

It's fomewhat flrange, a Difeafe every 
where fo common, fhould admit of any 
Poubt or Difpute, when the very Complexi- 
on (without any other Sign) is a clear hidi- 
cation, but fometimea. fo- it is, I knew 
i\ young Lady much. aiRided with Pains 
in her Head, attended- with great dim- 
336 fs of Sight, which L fufpeded to be the 
^irjgs Etil^ but her Relations flighted my 
judgment : V/hen Ihe was dead, her Head 
being open'd, it appear'd that her Brain was 
ill a manner confumed, and the inward Ta-- 
bie of her Scull carious. 1 favv likewife a 
Child. open'd about i2 or 13 Years of Age, 
whofe Liver and Lights were highly Scro- 
phulous, and yet when living fhehad no out- 
^wiird Signs of any fuch Diftemper. A Gen- 
tleman fent two of his Sons out oi' IreUvd to> 
Mujimwfier School, they feem'd both health- 
itjl Youths :^ but foon after the Elder of them, 
^rew indifpos'd with a Cough, and died ta- 
ild 3^ his Body being open'd, his Lungs were.

dilcover'd full of Struma, Dr. Walter Need^ 
ham, in one of his Leftures at Surg em^s- Hal/, 
- declares, " He had feen a ftrumous Swelling 
" hanging at the Cone of the Heart, the 
" Weight of two Ounces. 

The Beginnings of thefe Scrophulous Tu- 
mours, I have obferv'd, are lb very fmall, 
that their firft Appearances are fcarcely dif- 
cernable, but by Degrees (fome fooner, o^ 
thers later j they will encreaie to a very large 
Size, and become as hard as Flints, whereof 
I have leen feveral Inftances: And what is 
more ftrange, thefe Glandeious Swellings 
are nouriflied and fupplied with Juices di* 
ftinfl: from the Blood, fixed in determinate 
Seats, defended and wrapped up in their pro- 
per Coats and VelTels. A Procefs of Nature 
widely difterent from thofe Motions and Ac- 
counts hitherto given us of this Diftemper,- 
And whereas it's generally thought that Chil- 
dren have this Diftemper only by Inherit 
tance; I. have known many alflided there- 
with, where no Hereditary Contagion could- 
reafonably be fuppos'd. And many grown 
Perfons do acquire the. King's Evil by exter-^ 
nal Accidents, viz.. Blows ^ 'Btmfes^ Corner ef- 
fioNS, Wrenches cf the Hi^^ Knee^ Ancle ^ and' 
many other joints, in whom there was ne- 
uer any fuch Thing as a Corropve Acidity , 
in the lirlt Ligefiion^ nor any Thing like ic" 
elfewhere. 1 have ieen. a. Woman, with, two • 

of 
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©f thefe ftrumous Swellings, the Bigriefs of a 
Turkey's Egg, as hard as Flints, under her 
Jaws, who folemnly protefted to me, that 
both thofe Swellings came in a Night's Time, 
and that when flie went to Bed, fhe was as free 
of them as any Woman living. In ray Ob- 
fervations I have feen more People fubjefl: to 
diis Diftemper after the Small-Pox, than 
before j and generally fpeaking, by how 
much the more healthful andadive Children 
are, the more are they liable to the King's E'Vil. 
And yet their Blood ( which to the World 
may be a Paradox^ ihall Ibmetiraes have 
treble the Quantity of Volatile Salt in Com- 
parifon of others, which probably may be 
the caufe of its Corruption. Whatever 
therefore fome Men may boaft of their ex- 
traordinary Skill in occult Caufes, or as one 
of them faith, that, " The firfi Step towards 
the Removal of a Difeafe, is to know its O- 
rigin^ Their Imaginations hitherto are 
wild Vifions, like the Philofopher's Stone, 
or the univerlal Medicine. " Tarent Na- 
ture^ faith Dr. Sydenham^ ac- 
P» 6 1. " comfli^es the (generation of all 

things^ which at any time Jhe 
" brings to light from the Bofom of Caufes^ by 
** mofi certain Rules j only known to her felf^. 
** and hides their Eff^ence^ Quiddities^ and con- 
ftitutive Differences^ in the greatefi O^bfcu-^ 
^- rity. . And therefore, faich he, • The Cure ^ 
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^ of Mojl Difeafes are not performed hy iht 
" Knowledge of their occult Caufesy but by a 
proper A-fethod approved hy Experience.'''* 
What repeated Experience recommends to 
us for 9. Truth, on that we may always^ 
fafely depend. Men hatch a 
great many Speculations in their Baglivl,yi.D, 
Clofets , which when they 
eome to practice, they find them no better 
than Dreams of a deluded Imagination. 
Sola Rcmedia fanan^, faid good old Celfus r 
One good Remedy is preferable to all the 
Hypothefes and plaufible Conjedures in the 
World. And therefore, what Sir Robert 
T'ahor faid to the French King's PhyficianSj. 
when, in a Icoifing manner, they demanded 
of him what was the Caufe of a Fever, I 
think was very ingenious, and more to the 
Purpofe than any other Anfwer whatfbever : 
A Fever (quoth he j is- a Difeafe y-ou^do mt 
knoTv horv to cure^ but I do. Provided we 
know Peoples Tempers and Coniiitutions, 
and thofe good and bad Symptoms peculiar- 
ly incident to each Diftemper, as alfb which; 
of the ?^on- Naturals do us goodj and which 
of them do injury, and have but proper 
Remedies to apply, we need not, 1 think, 
bulie our felves much about fecret Caufes, 
However, thus much is certain, that this 
Diftemper is not curable in a natural way, 
by any other Means but by inward Appli- 
cations,, 
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cattt)ns, whefher Sprcificks or othervvife ; 
there is no Poffib iitv of deftrnying its Ef- 
fefts, but by reraoyin • the Caufe ^ neither 
Topkal Medicines ViOr Manual Operations will 
avail to any lafting Purpofe, if t he Humour 
be no': thoroughly eradicated Whoever 
knoweeh any thing of the ancient Praclice of 
Thyfich and Surgery, cannor. but be feniible,- 
that in all fuch Cafes their firfi: and chiefeff: 
Applications were Vulnerary Potions *, the in- 
genious Pmtl Barbette declares this Diftemper 
only curable by hiternals ; and the Learned 
Bdrtholtne ftho' a Surgeon) is of the fame 
Mind. * Struma (f2.kh Cornelius Celfus}h2.-vQ 
' always given much Trouble and Vexation 

* to Surgeons, becaufe, faith he, after the 

* beft Care and Methods have been apply'd 
' for their Extirpation, they are found to 

* gain a new Birth,' hi my ielf, and like- 
wife in. divers other Perfbns, I have known 
thefe Tumours laid open by hicifion, and the 
Glands quite confumed with Efcharoticks. 
And yet afterwards the fame Humour hath 
broken out a frefh with greater Violence^ 
which plainly fheweth, there is no conquer- 
ing this Adverfary without the inward Ap- 
plications of Ibme Ipecial Medicine, able to 
extinguiih the Caufe ( whatever it be ) 
throughout the whole Body.

which feveral Months fhan*t be able to re- 
trieve ^ and therefore it's a Matter of great 
Importance, that difeafed Perfbns be well 
advifed in their Diet ; which Ibme of the an- 
tient Phyficians reputed the Origin of good 
or bad Temperaments. And herein I think 
my felf not unqualified, to give thole necef^ 
fary Diredions, which, if obferv'd, would 
prove of very great Ufe and Service to Per- 
ibns affliflied with this Evil Humour : Good 
Management, in this Refped, I find, (tho' 
C it 
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It wUl not abfolutely cure this Difeafe) is 
highly ufeful, and very efficacious, to aid 
and aliift, and to give an Energy to the Ope- 
ration of proper Medicines. 

Another Thing, which, by my own Expe-

31ofi People are of the Opinion the Moon hath a 
very great Influence upon thu Bi^emper^ iut according 
io my Experience and Ohfervation on my felf^ and like- 
mfeupon other People, I find the Sun hntb the much 
greater Power ; the Truth whereof I could manifeft from 
divers Examples^ if hcvity did not ohiige me to omit

my Judgment, whoever carelefly negle^h 
thefe Things, will have no great Succefs 
with this Diftemper. The Di- 
vine Hippocrates hath in feveral ^^P" ^P^''^''' 
of his Aphorifms, fully fhewed ' 
the Ufefulnefs of fuch Obiervations, to di- 
rect Men in their Methods of curing Dif- 
eafes. Change of Seafons are the mofi- effe^fuai 
Caufes of Difeafes, and fo are the Alterations 
of Cold and Heat in thofe Seafons^ and other 
Tloings prcfortionahle. If diliemper'd People 
obierved thefe Things, they would not 
blame their Phyficians in many things, 
when the Caufe is purely owing to the Wea- 
ther. Neither would others upon every 
little Indifpofition , fubjed themfelves to 
Phyfick and Phlebotomy, when a contrary 
Pofition of the Air would fet them right. 
The Ingenious Dr. Wainewright, 
in his Book of ISI^n-Naturals, j>age 65. 
hath dearly demonftrated what 
great Alterations are made in our Bodies, 
according to the various Changes of the Air 
and affirms that from luch Notice, better In- 
dications may be taken both for the Preven- 
tion and Cure of moft Difeafes, than from 
any other Source whatfbever. The Animal 
O economy (faith a late ingenious 
Author, with great Truth ) is '^f 
it felfa confideraUe Van of Na^ "f^^^^^ 
turd Philofophy, and our 'Bodies 

C 2 are 
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are fo ftrotjgly infiuenced by Variety of Dietsf, 
and fo many other Things without, that, in- 
deed, the whole Study of future feems tohe 
tifeful to him that would underfiand it. Hero- 
dotus, an ancient Author, tells us, that in 
Egjft Phyficians were obliged to apply them- 
felves to the Study and Improvement of but 
fome one Difeafe; Every Phyfician, faith 
he, hath one Bifeafe for his Pro- 
g' ■ ^* ' 'vince, and no more, &c. The 
^' Delign whereof, doubtlefs, was 

very good, and of great Ufe to the Repub- 
hck of Phyficlc : Becaufe hereby Phyficians 
aequir'd a more certain and perfeft Know- 
ledge of the Kature and Difpofition of par- 
ticular Difeafes, and of things hurtful and 
beneficial in each Diftemper-, and confe- 
quently, were better able to fence againft all 
ill Accidents and Revolutions arifing from 
the various Changes of the Weather, or im- 
proper Diets, and many evil Habits, where- 
unto each Di/eafe hath a direft Tendency. 
The Works of thofe very great Men, Dr. 
Sydenham, and Dr. Morton, are undeni- 
able Inftances of the Advantages the World 
might enjoy from the Phyfician's more efpe- 
cial Application of his Thoughts and Studies 
to the isiature and Cure of fome particular 
Difeafe. The noble Improvements they ar- 
rived at in this way, the one with Refpe^t 
to 'Severs y and the other to Confumftions, 

make 
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make one juftly vjonder, that among lo maTiy 
Ingenious and Learned Men of that Profeifi- 
on, there have been lb few who have at- 
tempted to follow their Steps in other Cafer* 
" If one Phylician (^ikith T)r. Sy4enham) had 
" treated but of one Difeafe,; the An of 
Healing had by this Time come to a^ great

The Divine Hippocrates formed his fm^ 
ftice from Experience and ObfervatTDn on 
particular Di/eaiss. 71? underfiand the Art -^f 
Thyjtck, is to know throughly the peculiar Coh- 
fiitution of every Seafon, what there is generdl.!y 
good and had in each Man^s Difiemperj^ t'he 
State and Crilis of every Difeafcj to whom^whett 
and hoWy Vi^uds mnfi be given. He that knows 
and makes a right Z/fe of thefe 
things^ cannot be mi^aken in the 5 ^,\^ j .

When Men talk of variety of Medicines and 
Methods of Cure ; ' As necelTary to anfvver all

* perhaps fbmetimes true,' viz.. When there 
is a different Caufe for thofe various Symp- 
toms : Yet, as it often cometh to pafs, that 
different Symptoms proceed from one and 
the fame Caufe, fo whatever fingle Remedy 
will effeftually remove that. Gaule, will as 
certainly remove the feverai Symptoms or 
Effects thereof. Few Difeafes for Inftance 
ihew themlelves in a greater variety of 
Forms, or are attended with more various 
Symptoms ; than Fevers and Agues \ and yet 
the Cortex prudently exhibited, will take off 
all thofe different Symptoms without the Af- 
fiftance of any other Applications. So alfo 
in Venereal Cafes, Patients have many diffe- 
rent Complaints, which ieem to indicate 
different Applications but yet it's evident 
in Fafl:, that upon the lole ufe of Meratri- 
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als skilfully adminiftred^ all thofe numerous 
Grievances come to an end. By Parity of i 
Reafbn therefore, aitho' nothing more com- 
mon than Fevers J Confumptions , violent Pains, ■ 
&c. among Perfons afflitted with the Kin£s 
Evil'^ yet as thefe are not Diftempers arifing i 
from different Caufes, but the real Eifefts j 
of one and the fame, what need is there of i 
multiplying Remedies for the removal there- 
of ? 1 have feen Multitudes of People (young 
and old) afillfted with this Diftemper, but 
couy never obferve any remarkable diffe- i 
rence of Temper or Gonftitution, or any 
confiderable Variation of Symptoms among 
them, otherwife than what the Difeafe na- i 
turally produceth in common. True it is, j 
when the Courfe of thele Humours are con- ! 
trouled otherwile than Nature deligned* j 
when that peccant Matter is recalled back in- \ 
to the Blood which Nature had thrown off | 
to the Extremities of the Body, no wonder 
if fuch poor Wretches are almoft deftroyed 
with Stomach Sickneffes ^ ^rifes, Paintings, ! 
and a large Troop of other irregular Symp- 
toms, more grievous than the Evils intend- 
ed to be removed : In fuch Cafes f which are: ' 
but too common^ the Life of the Patient \ 
may be in hazard, which before was in no j 
danger, fince that Jin which fhould follow the \ 
DireEtions of Nature, is otherwife employed to \ 
thwart her Endeavours, by a rafh ^application, of 

Me- ; 
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Medicines. To thefe Obfervations I may 
add another of equal Truth, that the moft 
authentick Evidences of a Man's curing this 
or any other Difeafe, are not fufficient to 
fatisfie fome People prepoflels'd with Preju- 
dices ; fb that if a Man were morally certain 
of curing any one Diftemper, yet he would 
find ic a difficult Point to convince fome, 
tho' he produced an hundred Inftances of his 
Succefs. And the Reafon may be this, be- 
caufe Phyficians, and thole depending on 
them, have in all Places fo bitterly run down 
all Perfbns and Things, exclufive of their own 
Knowledge and Pradice, that People think 
there's no Bdm in Gilead but 
what's in their Hands. And ^il^-ofPhf' 
yet Phyficians have acknow- ^' 
ledg'd that the Art of Healing was originally 
derived from fuch Experiments as were not 
all made by Phyficians . JSlay Ibmetimes

(Tay they) the Fowls of the ^/>, and the 
Beafts of the Field, have by the Exercife of 
their natural lnftin£l:s direfted conlidering 
Men to fuch Medicines, as without fuch In- 
dications perhaps their Realbnand Skill would 
never have brought to light.

Where the Means are fafe, and v/ar- 
ranted withunqueftionable Proofs of Succefs, 
all other Exceptions are frivolous and tri- 
fling: And yet there are Thoufands of iV^- 
amm'^ Opinion, who will choofe to fuffer any 
Evil, rather than be convinced that there can 
be fb much Healing in the Waters Jordan,

After 
her Purging was over, I ordered the Specifick 
Liquor for her coixftant Drink ^ and likewife
